ABOUT WOMEN AND {PH YSIC AL 
D E VELO PM E N T. 


Dr. D. A. Sargent has written an ar­ 
ticle for the Scribner’s on the physical 
development of women. He makes “some 
general inquiries into the physical con­ 
dition of women in order to ascertain its 
probable influence ^npon the develop­ 
ment of the race:” and in so doing con. 
treats the physical condition of girls 
with that of boys of the same age, and 
presents comparative tables that are elo­ 
quent of the abuse to which woman has 
been subjected under the rule of “civili­ 
zation .” He maintains that custom and 
habits tbrough centuries have hindered 
the development of women both mental 
and physical, and expresses the belief 
that in a few generations a regard of hy­ 
gienic rules, free exense, the wearing of 
suitable clothing, and such training of 
forces as boys and youog men now re­ 
ceive must place woman more nearly on 
an eqmlity with man in physiosl aa well 
as in mental averages. 
Dr. Sargent takes the ground that 
tight lacing does much to destroy the 
health of womer, then be illustrates. 
Example: A dozen young womei, 
loose gymnasium garments, run 
540 
yards, and then ran the same distance in 
corsets another day.

down a strong man as it is to touch one 
of the “gentler sex.” 
This is not said for the purpose of rid­ 
iculing D r. Hargent’a position in regard 
to the necessity of a fuller physical de­ 
velopment of women, but simply to lay 
some important facts before the readers 
of the Gazette.

Chelino and shot him through tho head. 
Then, turning about, ho discharged two 
chambers of his revolver at random, and 
tho bullets buried themselves In a neighl*or- 
ing building. 
Moe was arrost**l that night, 
but Lee was not found until the next morn­ 
ing. 
In October tho grand jury met. The 
two men were indicted, tried, convicted of

Chicago, Feb. 16.—An illicit still and a 
complete apparatus for tho production of 
corn whisky have boon unearthed in this 
city and seized by tho United States reve­ 
nue officers. 
A dozen or more persons, in­ 
cluding several saloon-keepers, are suspect 
ed of complicity with tho moonshiners, and 
a number of arrests will probably bo made 
by the government authorities to-day. 
Tho discovery came about in this way 
A tinner named Weinrode, living at Tay­ 
lor and Canal streets, was summoned one 
night three weeks ago to 130 Bunker street 
to mend a leak in a largo galvanized-iron 
vat. 
Weinrode had formerly worked in 
a Russian distillery, and ho a t ollco recog­ 
nized tho strange apparatus ho saw was 
connected with the vat to be a still. 
He 
said nothing, repaired the leak, and with a 
substantial Toward 
in his pocket went 
home.

Bruce knowing that

S pringfield, 111., Feb. IO.—Tho House 
again took up tho drainage bill in commit­ 
tee of tho whole. 
Tho bill was read section 
by section. 
Many amendments were pro­ 
posed, but with few im portant changes tho 
bill was rep< rted to the House and ordered 
to second rending. 
Tho following are tho principal amend­ 
ments adopted: 
Add to section 5 tho following words: 
“ Subject to tho reservation contained in 
section 5 relating to water power and 
docks.” 
Amend section 21 by adding thereto tho 
following: “ In easo a channel is construct­ 
ed in the Desplainos river as contemplated 
in this section it shall bo carried down tho 
slope between Lockport and Joliet to tho 
pool commonly known as the upper basin, 
of sufficient width aud depth to Carry off 
the water tho channel shall bring down 
from above.” 
Amend section 23 by adding thereto tho 
following: 
“ Provided nothing in this act 
shall in any wise be construed as to dimin­ 
ish, impair, or remove any l ight or rights 
of any city, village, township or corpora­ 
tion, body politic or individual situated on 
tho Desplainos or Illinois rivers or their 
tributaries an I within the valleys of tho 
same to use tho channel for drainage or 
otherwise not inconsistent with tho rights 
of the district constructing the same as ex­ 
pressed in this act.” 
Amend several sections by striking out 
the word “drainage'1 and inserting in lieu 
thereof the word “sanitary.” 
Amend section 21 by striking out in lines 
18 and I!) tho words “ from tho point where 
such channel shall empty directly into either 
ono of said rivers.” 
Mr. Jones of Sangamon, then called up 
his bill to regulate stor k yards charges, 
which had lieen made a special order. 
Mr. 
Hayes of Cook, moved to refer Mr. Jones’ 
bill, with all {tending amendments, to tho 
committee on corporations. 
Tho previous 
question having been ordered the yeas aud 
nays were called and the motion t-5 refer 
was defeated by a vote of "ll to OO. 
The 
question now recurred on tho pending 
amendment, which was a motion of Mr. 
Allen of Vermilion, to strike out all after 
tho word “ A bill” and to insert iu lieu 
thereof the Crawford bill. 
This was also 
voted down and Mr. Jones’ bill ordered en­ 
grossed andJtO third rending. 
Bills of the following character were in­ 
troduced: 
By Mr. AY bite, amending tho 
law com piling tho owners of thrashing 
ami othor machines to guard against ac­ 
cident; by Mr. Crafts, 
making Liucoln’s 
birthday a legal holiday throughout tho 
State of Illinois; by Mr. Cocheun ur, pro­ 
hibiting under penalty of fino and im­ 
prisonment, tho playing of base ball on 
Sunday! by Mr, 
Hayes, appropriating 
$200,000 
for tho 
establishment of an 
Illinois hospital for inebriates and pro­ 
viding for tho appointment of a commission 
to select and purchase site; by Mr. Carmody, 
amending tho criminal code so as to pro­ 
vide that tho timo a man serves in tho 
county jail lieforo conviction shall bo 
credited to him and deducted from his peni­ 
tentiary term at tho timo of his sentence 
by the judge. 
Mr. Prince’s bill amending the law con­ 
cerning tho time of holding circuit courts 
was read a third timo and passed without 
discussion. 
A long discussion took place over tho 
joint resolution providing for an adjourn­ 
ment of both Houses from Tuesday next tv 
Feb. 25 in order that tho Grand Army con­ 
vention might l>o held in the capital during 
tho interval. 
Tho Democrats almost solid­ 
ly opposed the resolution, but it was carried 
by a vote of OI to 51. 
The Senate. 
In tho Senate tho Consideration of Mr* 
Newell’s resolution 
concerning Chicago 
sewerage was postponed till Tuesday next. 
Mr. Jones’ bill to fix tho duty and compen­ 
sation of the commission of claims was con­ 
sidered as a special order. 
It was amended 
so as to provide that the commissioners 
shall serve only four years and that they 
shall not all bo of the samo political faith, 
and tho bill was ordered to third reading. 
The Senate then went into executive ses­ 
sion and confirmed tho following appoint­ 
ments: 
Edwin A. Pinero, public adminis­ 
trator for Calhoun county; James M. Brock, 
public administrator for Mercer county; 
Don IL 
Frazier of Carroll county, for 
printer expert; Thomas Jamieson of Cook, 
to succeed Herman Schneider as member 
of the Board of Pharmacy. 
When the executive session arose bills 
were introduced as follows: By Mr. Evans, 
increasing coroners’ fees from $10 to $15; 
by Mr. Higbee, making three barb wires a 
legal fence; by Mr. Reinhardt, requiring 
road commissioners to meet with and make 
their levies with tho consent of tho board of 
town auditors; by Mr. K arraker, prohibit­ 
ing bank officers and officers of tho fcjtato 
or of municipalities from dealing in options; 
by Mr. Y ost, to prevent insurance compa­ 
nies from forming pools; by Mr. Seitz, to 
enable cities, towns, and villages to tax 
merchants. 
A joint resolution providing that when 
tho Senate adjourns ne i t Tuesday it stand 
adjourned till 5 o’clock Monday evening, 
Fob. 26, was adopted in order to perm it 
the Senate chamber to bo used next week 
by tho Woman’s Relief corps.

Several systems have lieen proposed in a 
•dozen or more bills introduced in the lower 
house of the General Assembly, but tho 
one which seems to meet with most favor is 
a measure which was discussed several 
hours Friday. 
It embodies tile general 
features of tho California law and gives to 
tho State Board of Education the suj*ervis- 
ion <>f the compilation ami publication of 
the text-books, which are to l*e the pro{**rty 
of tho State and are t » l>o supplied to tho 
school children at actual cost. 
There is 
some objection to tho bill as it stands, be- 
cau.se it gives to tho Board of Edueati rn 
greater power than it is thought safe for 
them to possess, and in consequence a select 
mmitteo of seven was directed to give 
-peeinl attention to preparing a new bill, j 
which will Ie taken up for consideration 
and passage next Tuesday. 
It is estimated 
that tho cost of tile system to tho State 
will l*o fully $3,000,000. 
In discussing tho bill in the Senate for 
tho regulation of the use of natural gas 
iller.* was strong opposition to |>ermitting \ 
gas to be pi|>ed from Indiana to neighing- 1 
ing State-, because it was believed that the 
supply would l»o soon exhausted if Chicago, 
Cincinnati, and louisville should run pi{»e ! 
line* into tins State. 
Senator Sbackney 1 
said that it would be absurd to take a 1 
stand over tho Indiana gus holes and say I 
that nobody but Indianapolis should enjoy 
the benefit of the product. 
It reminded 
him of the opposition to railroads down in 
Jackson county, where it was maintained 
that railroads shouldjnot be permitted to

enforced. 
The 
enforcement is in tile hands of local ollicials, 
as it must necessarily be. 
Tho executive 
of tho State has diligently urged nation on 
the part of tho local officers. 
lf they 
have failed ho has tho right, on complaint 
being made, to cite any delinquent chicer 
before him to show cau^e why a removal 
should not take place. 
The recoids {trove 
that no such complaints have been made, 
showing conclusively that if tho dives of 
northern Wisconsin are in anywhere near 
as bad as alleged the parties affecting to 
possess such knowledge preferred to use 
that knowledge in newspapers outside of 
(he State or elaborate in sensational lectures. 
Had 
a complaint been made to 
the 
proper authority your committee are con­ 
odont that tho late executive, as well as tbs 
preseat one, ■would have promptly removed 
any delinquent officer. 
It must be under­ 
stood that in the courts, in order to secure 
convictions, the necessary proof must be 
put in evidence, and it is often a difficult;

It is an unquestioned fact that the 
bulk of our river fish migrate more or 
less up and down the streams, according 
to the seasons of the year. Generally 
speaking fish go downstream in the fall, 
and up stream in the spring. The rn any 
dams acroes tho river below the lake, aet 
es bnt a partial obstruction to the down­ 
ward movement of the fiib, except when 
unusually low water occurs in the fall, 
the fish can <jo down over the dam when­ 
ever there is water enough to How over 
the dam. Last fall was remakable for 
its low water, and during the .'season cf 
the downward movement of fish a large 
portion of the time 
there 
was 
not 
a drop of water went over the dams, con­ 
st quently the fish were held back, and 
there is good fishing in the lake. 
But 
remember that if these fish could Lave 
gone down this fall, as a gieat many of 
them would have done had the water 
been at the usual stage,—none of them 
would eyer have come back. There are 
several species of our river fish that are 
what may be termed complete migrants; 
that is, they would come to the headwa­ 
ters of our streams in the spring of the 
year, deposit their spawn on the sand­ 
bars, gravel-bottoms or mudbanke of our 
shallow lakes and rivers, stay around 
with us from early spring until the cold 
of late autumn, when they would go 
down the Mississippi, and some specie 
even to the salt waters of the gulf.

Until the re­ 
productive forces mature and they are left 
to deposit their spawn under very un­ 
natural and 
unfavorable 
conditionsI 
often where large schools of spawn eat­ 
ing tuckers follow up our more valuable 
food fish and like a drove of hogs root 
around in the sand and gravel and grow 
fat on the eggs of black bass aud wall­ 
et ed pike. The combined wisdom of 
our fish commissioners and farmer law­ 
makers protect these spawn eaters from 
the spear and seine presumably for the 
sole delight and special benefit cf the 
small boy with bis chalk line and worm, 
but as the sucker is good only ~heu the 
water is cold and at that time he has 
better and more palatable food furnish d 
him by the early spring spawning fith. 
The sucker becomes the best protected 
fisb'that swims m Wisconsin water?, bat 
what benefit this protection is to the good 
people of the state is a little difficult to 
comprehend, as not even the regulation 
sportsman nor dude angler cares to be 
seen ‘‘catching suckers.” 
The state of Illinois, is doing good 
work in reasserting the rights of its peo­ 
ple to the free passage of fish up anet 
down its streams. 
Wisconsin would do 
well to follow her ^example, indeed to 
achieve the best results they must work 
together as many of the best fish streams 
How through the territory of both states 
We can stock our streams that How into 
Illinois every year with millions of fry 
from the state hatchery and at the ex 
pense of thousands of dollars to state, and 
we will be simply raising fish for our 
neighbors in Illinois unless there is free 
passage for the fish' up and down these 
rivers. There are several fishway bills 
now pending before the legislature that, 
should they pass and bs duly enforced, 
would vastly increase the fishery re­ 
sources of our state, and which will cost 
the state nothing but the manly asser 
tion of the rights of the people which has 
already been too long infringed upon by 
private individuals and corporations. 
With our present aud still increasing 
success of the artificial propagation of 
fish and our streams restored to their 
natural conditions by suitable hallways 
in every dam and further prohibiting our 
streams from being used as oess-poclg 
for 
the 
dumpings 
cf 
all 
kinds 
of 
poisonous 
refuse 
and 
nasti­ 
ness 
from 
every 
kfactory 
and 
workshop on its bank*, we can easily 
fill our streams and lakes with the 
choicest of fish so that every man, woman 
and child can catch all the fish they want 
at any and all times of the year.

ture to say, and tnat without fear of con­ 
tradiction, that there is no other resource 
of production within the state that can 
be so thoroughly and easily controlled* 
so enormously increased with so small 
an outlay of money and such reasonable
